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Foreword 


The  Junior  Year  in  France  under  the  auspices  of  Sweet  Briar 
College  was  inaugurated  in  January  1948  as  a  continuation  of  the 
Foreign  Study  Program  formerly  sponsored  by  the  University  of 
Delaware.  In  addition  to  competency  in  the  French  language,  the 
general  aim  of  the  program  is  to  develop  in  the  student  a  cosmo- 
politan point  of  view,  a  broad  understanding  of  world  problems 
and  a  wide  perspective  on  those  of  his  own  country,  as  a  result  of 
daily  association  with  students,  professors,  and  other  citizens  of 
many  nations. 

During  the  past  eighteen  years,  1619  students  from  179  col- 
leges and  universities  in  the  United  States  have  had  the  opportun- 
ity, through  the  Sweet  Briar  program,  of  spending  their  third 
year  of  college  at  the  University  of  Paris. 

It  was  near  the  towers  of  Notre-Dame  that  the  University  of 
Paris  was  founded  during  the  first  half  of  the  twelfth  century. 
Here  a  troop  of  scholars  coming  from  all  parts  of  Europe  crowded 
around  celebrated  masters.  They  created  an  organized  body  or 
corporation  called  universitas,  which  by  1150  A.D.  had  obtained 
the  privilege  of  dispensing  education  and  the  rights  of  exercising 
discipline  over  its  members  and  conferring  degrees.  From  this 
early  beginning  in  the  Middle  Ages,  the  University  of  Paris  has 
become  one  of  the  world's  great  centers  of  learning,  attracting 
scholars  from  every  land. 

Today  the  University  of  Paris  is  a  vast  complex  of  faculties, 
schools,  and  institutes,  with  offerings  in  every  field  of  intellectual 
pursuit.  Those  who  are  fortunate  enough  to  participate  in  a  pro- 
gram of  study  there,  with  the  many  opportunities  provided  through 
exchange  of  ideas,  interests,  and  attitudes  that  are  world-wide  in 
scope,  can  make  important  contributions  toward  broader  human 
relationships  and  understanding.  Toward  the  fulfillment  of  this 
purpose,  the  junior-y ear-abroad  program  opens  the  door  to  a  vital 
and  challenging  experience.

The  Program 


The  Sweet  Briar  Junior  Year  in  France  meets  the  standards 
for  undergraduate  study  abroad  of  the  Institute  of  International 
Education  in  New  York,  It  offers  students  several  weeks  of  lan- 
guage drill  in  Tours,  followed  by  a  full  academic  year  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Paris  where  they  may  broaden  and  deepen  their  compre- 
hension of  the  language,  customs,  history  and  culture  of  France. 

Although  most  of  the  students  in  this  program  choose  to  major 
in  French,  others  specialize  to  great  advantage  in  such  subjects  as 
art,  comparative  literature,  government,  history,  international  af- 
fairs, philosophy  and  political  science.  The  program  of  studies, 
which  is  flexible,  allows  for  considerable  variation  in  the  choice  of 
courses  to  be  taken.  Credit  for  a  year's  academic  work,  if  success- 
fully completed,  is  granted  by  the  students'  colleges  and  universities 
in  the  United  States. 

Students  live  in  French  homes,  both  in  Tours  and  in  Paris,  and 
gain  an  insight  into  French  social  customs  which  supplements  their 
formal  studies.  French  is  spoken  in  the  families,  in  classrooms,  and 
among  the  students  wherever  they  meet. 

In  France  the  American  student  will  become  aware  of  the  great 
emphasis  placed  on  individual  effort  in  his  studies.  He  will  be 
expected  to  accept  the  responsibility  of  greater  academic  freedom, 
as  well  as  greater  social  freedom.  He  will  have  to  make  his  own 
way  without  the  aid  of  the  many  extra-curricular  and  social  organi- 
zations of  the  American  campus.  He  will  do  well  to  adapt  himself 
quickly  to  the  French  university  system.  If  he  does  so,  he  will  at- 
tain an  intellectual  and  social  maturity  of  inestimable  value  to  him 
in  his  senior  year  in  college  and  thereafter. 

Applicants  are  advised  to  study,  by  means  of  formal  courses 
or  independent  reading,  the  history,  government  and  culture  of 
the  United  States.  American  students  abroad  are  often  asked  to 
interpret  institutions  and  events  in  the  United  States,  and  should 
be  prepared  to  do  so. 

ADMISSION 

The  Junior  Year  in  France  is  open  to  responsible  sophomores, 
both  men  and  women,  in  good  standing  in  any  accredited  four-year 
college  or  university.  Students  who  have  already  been  enrolled  in 
two  different  colleges  are  not  encouraged  to  apply.  Those  who  are 
considering  application  to  the  program  should  begin  making  plans 
well  in  advance,  discussing  them  thoroughly  with  their  parents, 
advisers,  and  professors.  They  are  also  advised  to  plan  their 
courses  for  the  senior  year. 


A  candidate  for  admission  must  have  had  at  least  two  years  of 
pre-college  French  and  two  years  of  college  French,  or  the  equiva- 
lent, including  a  genuine  course  in  French  literature.  He  must  ful- 
fill this  requirement  by  June  of  the  sophomore  year,  and  it  is  desir- 
able that  he  be  studying  French  during  that  year.  He  must  have 
a  B  average  in  college  French.  In  the  past  few  years,  most  accepted 
applicants  have  also  had  a  general  average  of  B,  although  students 
with  a  B-minus  general  average  are  not  discouraged  from  applying. 

The  applicant  must  be  a  student  of  excellent  character  and 
seriousness  of  purpose,  capable  of  deriving  the  maximum  benefit 
from  an  undergraduate  year  abroad.  He  must  be  recommended  by 
the  chairman  of  his  major  department,  the  chairman  of  the  French 
department,  and  the  Dean  of  his  college.  Separate  letters  of  recom- 
mendation from  college  teachers  with  respect  to  the  applicant's 
scholarship,  character  and  personality  are  helpful  in  any  case,  and 
may  be  requested  by  the  Junior  Year  in  France  committee. 

Application  for  Admission 

Application  for  admission  to  the  Junior  Year  in  France  must 
be  made  on  the  official  blanks  provided  for  this  purpose,  obtainable 
from  the  Director  of  the  Junior  Year  in  France  at  Sweet  Briar 
College.  The  application  must  be  submitted  in  duplicate  through  the 
Dean  of  the  applicant's  college  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of 
the  first  semester,  by  March  1,  if  possible,  and  not  later  than  March 
15. 

The  application  blank  provides  spaces  for:  recommendations 
from  the  departmental  chairman  and  the  Dean  of  the  college; 
a  certificate  of  good  health,  signed  by  the  applicant's  physician; 
consent  of  his  parents  or  guardian  and  their  approval  of  financial 
arrangements. 

Completed  applications  will  be  reviewed  when  received,  and 
well-qualified  students  may  be  notified  of  acceptance  early  in  March 
and  certainly  by  April  15 ;  alternates,  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible. 

Each  applicant  who  is  accepted  is  required  to  send,  as  soon  as 
final  grades  are  recorded,  two  (2)  complete  transcripts  of  his 
record  through  the  second  semester  of  the  sophomore  year.  If  this 
record  is  unsatisfactory,  the  applicant  may  be  asked  to  withdraw 
and  the  first  payment  will  be  refunded. 

Draft  Status 

A  certificate  confirming  enrollment  in  the  Junior  Year  in 
France  will  be  sent  to  all  men  who  are  accepted.  Those  who  are 
liable  for  military  service  should  inform  their  local  draft  boards 
of  their  intention  to  leave  the  country  and  obtain  permission  to 
do  so,  if  required. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 

A  few  scholarships,  of  varying  amounts,  are  available  to  stu- 
dents who  demonstrate  real  financial  need  and  whose  records  are 
excellent.  About  one-fifth  of  the  participants  receive  small  grants 
from  the  limited  funds  which  the  Junior  Year  in  France  has  at  its 
disposal. 

Applicants  for  scholarship  aid  should  request  the  special  form, 
and  should  return  it  to  the  Director  of  the  Junior  Year  in  France 
at  Sweet  Briar  not  later  than  March  1,  together  with  the  applica- 
tion for  admission.  Many  colleges  allow  their  own  scholarship 
funds  to  be  used  for  the  Junior  Year  in  France. 

EXAMINATIONS,  GRADES  and  CREDIT 

Special  examinations  are  given  at  the  end  of  the  preliminary 
period  in  Tours  and  at  the  end  of  each  course  in  Paris.  Students 
are  graded  on  a  scale  of  0-20 ;  the  numerals  are  converted  into 
letter  grades  on  their  transcripts. 

For  each  student,  upon  satisfactory  completion  of  the  year's 
work,  Sweet  Briar  College  sends  a  report  of  grades  to  his  American 
college  or  university,  recommending  thirty  (30)  or  more  semester 
hours  of  credit.  This  includes  six  (6)  hours  for  the  preliminary 
session  in  Tours. 

Because  of  the  variation  in  credit  allowed  for  individual  lessons 
in  American  colleges,  credit  for  individual  work  in  art  and  music 
studios  is  left  to  the  decision  of  the  appropriate  department  of  the 
student's  own  college. 


Financial  Arrangements 


The  Junior  Year  in  France  is  a  non-profit  educational  enter- 
prise. Outside  of  the  regular  salaries  and  fees  paid,  no  institution 
and  no  person  can  receive  any  pecuniary  advantage  from  its  opera- 
tion. 

Except  for  Item  (1)  below,  the  figures  are  not  fixed,  but  are 
estimated  as  carefully  as  possible  on  the  basis  of  present  inflation- 
ary costs.  It  is  therefore  understood  that  parents  will  provide  the 
additional  amount  necessary  to  cover  actual  expenditures  as  well  as 
any  deficit  occasioned  by  factors  and  circumstances  not  now  known 
(e.g.,  an  increase  in  cost  of  room  and  board  or  travel,  or  unforeseen 
personal  expenses).  After  the  accounts  have  been  closed  and 
audited  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  any  unexpended  sums  in  Items 
(2)  and  (3)  will  be  refunded.  These  refunds  are  based  on  the  an- 
nual report  of  an  international  accounting  firm  which  has  offices 
in  Paris.  In  the  case  of  students  holding  Junior  Year  in  France 
scholarships,  however,  the  room  and  board  refund  (up  to  the 
amount  of  the  grant)  will  revert  to  the  scholarship  fund. 
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TABLE  OF  EXPENSES 

Item  (1)  Junior  Year  in  France  Fee  (fixed).  Covers  $  950 
all  expenses  of  Paris  and  Sweet  Briar  offices : 
salaries  of  administrative  personnel  and 
tutors,  staff  travel,  tuition  at  the  University 
of  Paris  and  affiliated  institutions,  cost  of 
special  courses,  purchase  of  library  books, 
printing,  postage,  and  auditing  of  accounts. 
It  does  not  include  the  cost  of  textbooks,  nor 
of  individual  art  and  music  lessons,  nor  of 
studio  supplies  and  piano  rentals. 

Item   (2)   Board  and  Room  in  Tours  and  Paris,  91/2  1500 

Months  (estimated) .  When  assignments  are 
made,  consideration  will  be  given  a  student's 
request  to  be  placed  if  possible  in  a  less 
expensive  family.  However,  all  students  and 
parents  must  base  their  calculations  on  the 
required  over-all  fee  of  $2925.  As  explained 
in  the  paragraph  on  page  6,  the  unexpended 
balance  in  the  board  and  room  account  will  be 
refunded  after  the  books  are  audited ;  thus 
there  might  be  a  saving  to  parents  whose  sons 
and  daughters  are  assigned  less  expensive  ac- 
commodations.

New  York  to  Paris,  Tours,  and  return,  and 
French  port  tax.  It  does  not  include  visa,  tips, 
steamer  chair,  insurance  or  passport.

Payments 

Checks  in  payment  of  these  items  should  be  made  payable  to 
The  Junior  Year  in  France  and  sent  to  the  office  of  the  Director  of 
the  Junior  Year  in  France  at  Sweet  Briar  College  in  accordance 
with  the  following  schedule :

For  students  who  enroll  in  the  special  theatre  course  a  fee  of 
$50  will  be  added  to  the  November  30  payment  to  cover  the  addi- 
tional expense  of  the  administration  of  this  course  and  the  cost  of 
theatre  tickets  for  the  plays  seen  during  the  Paris  session. 

Refunds 

Students  withdrawing  from  the  Junior  Year  in  France  will  be 
granted  a  refund  of  any  unexpended  amounts  remaining  in  Items 
(2)  and  (3).  With  respect  to  Item  (1),  refunds  will  be  made  as 
follows : 

(a)  Withdrawal  prior  to  June  1  $100 

(b)  Withdrawal  after  July   15  payment 

but  before  group  sailing  $750 

(c)  Withdrawal  after  group's  departure 

but  before  November  1  $550 

(d)  Withdrawal  after  November  1 no  refund 

Insurance 

Through  a  nationally  known  insurance  company,  the  Junior 
Year  in  France  is  able  to  offer  its  students  a  group  health  insurance 
plan  at  relatively  low  cost.  Benefits  include  hospitalization  ex- 
penses and  expenses  of  accidents  not  requiring  hospitalization 
and  are  payable  in  addition  to  any  other  protection  a  student  may 
have.  All  students  in  the  group  are  required  to  enroll  in  this  plan, 
the  premium  for  which  will  be  approximately  $25.00. 

General  Information 

Detailed  information  concerning  passport  application,  visas, 
handling  of  baggage,  hotel  reservations  in  New  York  City,  time 
and  place  of  the  group  meeting  prior  to  embarkation,  and  sugges- 
tions regarding  clothing  will  be  sent  to  members  of  the  group  in 
ample  time. 

An  informal  reception  for  students,  their  parents  and  families, 
is  held  in  the  Biltmore  Hotel,  New  York,  on  the  afternoon  before 
sailing.  Parents  and  students  have  an  opportunity  to  meet  each 
other  as  well  as  representatives  of  the  college  and  of  the  Junior 
Year  in  France  staff.

Living  Arrangements 

Students  will  be  lodged  in  French  homes  in  both  Tours  and 
Paris,  hearing  and  speaking  French  and  gaining  greater  knowl- 
edge of  French  life  and  customs. 

All  arrangements  for  room  and  board  are  made  for  the  year 
and  changes  cannot  be  made  except  for  very  good  reasons. 

Supervision 

Students  who  are  enrolled  in  the  Junior  Year  in  France  will 
be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Professor-in-charge  and  the  Assist- 
ant. Their  supervision  will  end  with  the  termination  of  a  student's 
classes  in  June.  The  Professor-in-charge  is  the  adviser  on  all  aca- 
demic matters.  The  Assistant  will  help  him  and  will  serve  all  stu- 
dents as  an  adviser  on  social  matters.  The  students'  scholastic 
progress  will  be  followed  carefully  and  periodic  reports  will  be 
sent  to  the  American  colleges  and  universities  from  which  the 
students  come. 

It  is  understood  that  every  student,  if  accepted,  agrees  to  the 
supervision  and  authority  of  the  Professor-in-charge  and  the 
Assistant.  Each  member  of  the  group  is  expected  to  conform  to 
the  group  regulations  and  conduct  himself  as  a  responsible  rep- 
resentative of  his  college  and  country. 

A  news  sheet  giving  information  and  impressions  of  life  and 
study  in  France,  is  published  once  or  twice  a  year  by  a  committee, 
under  the  guidance  of  the  Professor-in-charge. 

The  Professor-in-charge  and  the  Assistant  have  authority  to 
require  the  withdrawal  of  any  student  whose  conduct  or  academic 
standing  warrants  such  a  step. 
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Transatlantic  Passage 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Cunard  Steam-Ship  Com- 
pany for  tourist  class  accommodations  on  one  of  its  ships  sailing 
from  New  York  early  in  September  1966.  Although  all  steamship 
tickets  purchased  for  the  group  are  round-trip  tickets,  and  are 
purchased  at  the  off-season  rates,  the  return  sailing  date  will  be 
arranged  for  each  student  in  accordance  with  his  wishes. 

Vacation  Travel 

The  Professor-in-charge  and  the  Assistant  will  advise  mem- 
bers of  the  group  who  wish  to  arrange  for  European  trips  at  their 
own  expense  during  the  Christmas  and  spring  vacations.  Money 
for  incidental  expenses  and  vacation  travel  may  be  sent  to  the 
individual  student  through  the  Morgan  Guaranty  Trust  Company 
of  New  York.  Expenses  for  vacations,  and  for  all  incidentals,  will 
vary  according  to  student  needs  and  desires. 

A^.  B.  The  right  is  reserved  to  modify  or  even  cancel  any  or  all  of 
the  present  plans  if  conditions  make  it  necessary. 


The  Plan  of  Study 


PRELIMINARY  PERIOD  IN  TOURS 

(September-October) 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  Governor  of  the  province,  the 
Mayor  of  Tours,  and  the  Institut  de  Touraine,  the  program  of  the 
preliminary  period  is  established  in  Tours,  a  city  rich  in  historical 
and  literary  memories  and  hospitable  to  foreign  students.  A  num- 
ber of  trips  through  the  chateau  country  are  arranged  during  the 
stay  in  Tours. 

The  purpose  of  the  preliminary  period  is  twofold :  first,  to 
introduce  the  students  to  the  French  way  of  life,  an  introduction 
made  much  easier  in  a  provincial  town,  such  as  Tours,  than  in 
Paris;  second,  to  initiate  them  to  French  academic  life  in  general, 
and  more  particularly  to  the  methods  which  prevail  in  French 
higher  education.  Meanwhile  the  preliminary  period  achieves  an- 
other essential  purpose,  which  is  to  bring  the  students'  practical 
knowledge  of  the  French  language  to  a  point  where  they  can  readily 
use  it  for  their  forthcoming  program  of  studies  in  Paris. 

The  group  is  divided  into  small  sections  according  to  the  scores 
of  a  placement  test.  Each  of  these  sections  is  taught  by  two  French 
teachers  selected  from  the  faculties  of  the  best  schools  in  Tours. 
The  nature  of  the  work  varies  somewhat  according  to  the  individual 
student's   ability   to  read,   write  and   speak   French.     It   includes 
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practical  training  in  composition,  translation,  conversation,  phone- 
tics and  explication  de  textes,  supplemented  by  a  program  of  lec- 
tures on  various  aspects  of  French  culture  and  civilization.  Those 
who  are  weak  in  language  competency  at  Tours  may  be  required 
to  take  a  corrective  language  course  in  Paris. 

THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  PARIS 

(November-June) 

Students  enrolled  in  the  Junior  Year  in  France  register  in  late 
October  at  various  faculties  of  the  University  of  Paris,  after  con- 
sultation with  the  Professor-in-charge. 

The  University  of  Paris  catalogue  for  1966-67  will  not  appear 
before  October  and  therefore  the  students  cannot  make  final  selec- 
tions until  then.  The  selection  of  courses  will  be  determined  by  the 
extent  of  the  student's  preparation,  his  major  interest,  and  so  far 
as  possible,  by  the  requirements  of  his  college  in  the  United  States. 

Unlike  the  American  university  system,  that  of  France  is  ar- 
ranged in  course  sequences  leading  up  to  a  general  examination 
after  two  or  more  years.  By  courtesy  of  the  Rector  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Paris  and  the  directors  of  various  divisions  or  affiliated  in- 
stitutes, however,  the  Professor-in-charge  may  recommend  qualified 
members  of  the  Sweet  Briar  College  Junior  Year  in  France  for  one 
or  more  courses  suited  to  their  needs,  in  which  special  examina- 
tions will  be  given. 

It  is  inadvisable  to  undertake  study  of  another  language  during 
the  year,  but  a  student  who  needs  a  second  language  may  pursue 
such  a  course  provided  he  has  the  approval  of  his  major  professor. 

Class  Attendance 

All  students  are  expected  to  attend  classes  regularly,  both  in 
Tours  and  in  Paris.  Attendance  at  some  courses  is  obligatory,  if 
credit  is  to  be  granted. 

Vacation  periods  at  the  University  of  Paris  are  long  and 
frequent  enough  to  make  requests  to  be  excused  from  classes  during 
the  year  unnecessary.  All  course  work  is  ended  by  the  middle  of 
June,  much  of  it  earlier  in  the  month. 

Course  Offerings 

It  is  impossible  to  include  here  all  the  courses  open  to  Junior 
Year  students,  but  the  lists  of  course  titles  on  the  succeeding  pages 
give  a  general  idea  of  the  courses  that  have  been  successfully  com- 
pleted by  former  participants.  Credit  depends  on  the  number  of 
lectures  and  also  on  the  number  of  tutorial  hours  arranged  by  the 
Paris  office  of  the  Junior  Year  in  France  each  year,  as  the  system 
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of  credits  characteristic  of  the  American  college  or  university  does 
not  exist  in  France. 

Faculte  des  Lettres — Sorbonne 

The  Faculte  des  Lettres  offers  a  very  wide  selection  of  courses 
in  various  fields  which  can  be  pursued  with  interest  and  profit  by 
the  foreign  student.  The  schedule  of  lectures  given  by  the  pro- 
fessors at  the  Sorbonne  is  established  primarily  for  French  stu- 
dents who  are  preparing  for  the  licence  or  the  agregation.  Al- 
though the  titles  suggest  that  an  entire  period  or  century  may  be 
treated,  this  is  not  the  case,  since  survey  courses  as  such  do  not 
exist.  The  professor  often  chooses  to  study  minutely  one  author 
or  one  aspect  of  an  author.  The  student  is  expected  to  have  a  good 
background  knowledge  of  the  entire  period,  and  to  do  independent 
reading  in  preparation  for  the  examination.  This  is  his  responsi- 
bility, not  that  of  the  professor  giving  the  course. 

Only  a  few  of  the  very  numerous  departments  are  listed  here. 
Others,  however,  are  also  open  to  Junior  Year  in  France  students. 
Instead  of  listing  courses,  which  change  quite  often  and  whose 
exact  contents  are  announced  very  late,  this  bulletin  lists  some  of 
the  most  eminent  faculty  members  in  each  department,  along  with 
the  fields  within  which  they  usually  select  a  limited  topic  for  their 
courses. 

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  all  courses  listed  carry  three  (3) 
semester  hours  of  credit.
